,Ari association spokesman 
said iSalil was found wander- 
ing aimlessly on the median 
of ijiterstate 40 one mile west 
of Winslow on the evening of 
Febniary 7, and that v/iieii 
approached, he told a patrol- 
man there were '‘aOOO ma- 
rines on the median,” cov- 
ered by “nets.” 

;Saiil was taken to Winslow, 
w.We he refused hospital 
treatm ent, and hired a car 
tor take Mm to Phoenix, the 
sjr^kesmau asid. 

'^'When I got the car back 
there was nothing in it,” vSalil 
saiil on a television talk show 
May 31, “whichis interesling 
to know that thievery is not 
just limited to people outside 
the . law — some people are 
above the law.” 

An investigation by the Ar- 
jy/6na Department of Public 
Safety showed there were no 
I^nfractions of the law and 


that Sahrs car was towed 
away at his own request, 

“As far as a lawsuit 
against Mr. Sahl is con- 
cerned, we feel we have l)et- 
tei* things to do with oiu- time 
than to assist in an apparent 
publicity stunt,” the patrol 
association said. “We will 
coiilinue to. spend our time 
assisting citizens of Arizona, 
which is our main interest.” 
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
